Tw6 Per Cent Levy Not to Apply 
to Foodstuffs; City Executive 
Files Suit to Test Ordinance.

HILADELPHIA, Feb. 9.—The 

ty Council passed a 2 per cent 
sales tax yesterday over the veto 
of Mayor S. Davis Wilson by a vote 
of 15 to 7.

$1000, and $62.58 in cash were the 
only assets listed in the estate of 

William Kappen, in an inventory 


filed today by Public Administrator 
William R. Madden. Kappen was 
murdered last July 3, which was 
to have been his wedding day, at 
the direction of his sister, Mrs. 
Marie Porter, named as the bene- 
ficiary in the policies.

HANGS SELF IN DETROIT HOME 


Coroner Thinks Boy, 13, Committed 
Suicide; Parents Believe He 
Sought to Frighten Mother.

MAN KILLED, 3 SHOT 
IN CHICAGO CANE ROW 


Gunmen Shake Hands, Open 
Fire; Gambling-Slot Machine 
Outbreak. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 9.—Four Chica- 
go Heights men were shot and 
wounded today, one fatally, by three 

Police-Lieutenant Henr. 
said the shooting was the result 
of differences among gambling and 
slot machine men. 

The gunmen shouldered their way 
into Sam Costello’s bakery on But- 
ler street in the suburb, fired sev- 
eral times at the four men and es- 
caped in an automobile having no 
license plates. 

Sam Costello, 40 years old, died 
soon after he was taken to St. 
James Hospital. Lieut. Andel, at- 
tached to the Homewood county 
highway police, said Costello had 
been a gambling syndicate leader. 

Andel identified the others as: 
Nick Costello, 38, the dead man's 
brother; Malo Bagali, 36, and Jo- 
seph Giovanni, 40. None was dan- 
gerously wounded. A fifth man 
was unharmed. 

Andel said the gunmen walked 
into the bakery, said, Hello, Sam,” 
shok hands with him, and immedi- 
ately opened fire. Costello was 
shot three times in the stomach. 

James Driscoll, a deputy County 
Highway Sheriff, said he found 
bullets’ imbedded in the walls of 
the ba kery, indicating the wound- 
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formerly pleaded guilty and accept- 
ed fines ranging down to $50, the

Gustav A. Franz, one of the sons

De Valera long has advocated 
joining Ireland, and had sought 
without apparent success to make 
the question a point in the London 
talks, which dealt primarily with 
trade and defense questions.

RELIANCE ON INCOME TAX 


NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Simplifi-

At the age of 70, William Allen White is as gay 
and blithe a spirit as he was in 1895, when he 
took the job that has made him famous—editorship 
of a small-town newspaper, the Emporia Gazette. A 
statement of his philosophy, as published in the 
New York Herald Tribune; reveals that even life 
in Kansas, plus a present-day world erupting with 
trouble from Chicago to Kamchatka, has failed to 
shake hig capacity to have, as he expresses it, a

Mr. White's optimism, it ig not necessary to say, 
is no kin to that commoner form which springs 
from a kind of pleasant idiocy. He came by his 
optimism the hard way.

ble unity. It was also the sign of 
high individual excellence. In play- 
ing with such a consistent aware- 
ness of the general design, each of 
the principals made his own con- 
tribution all the more memorable. 

The evenly matched artistic qual- 
ity of the group was such as to 
exclude preference for one singer 
over the other. Moreover, the con- 
sistently high level of the music 
and the impartiality with which 
each performer was given his 
chance made.the singling out of a 
particular aria both unnecessary 
and wilfully futile. 

The ease, finish and cohesiveness 
which characterized the whole pro- 
duction naturally tncluded the or- 
chestra, which was directed by Al- 
berto Erede. It had a consistent 
lightness of texture and cleanness 
of phrase. It supported and per- 
vaded the action without ever seem- 
dng to do so, which means that the 
elegance of the instrumentation was 
not in the least obscured but was 
merely playing its proper part. 

The only defects of the produc- 
tion arose out of the necessity of 
adapting it to the big auditorium 
stage. Some of its nuance was 
lost through lack of intimacy. And 
the off-stage. chorus was so far 
away that it failed to achieve a suf- 
ficient volume as well as an essen- 
tial co-ordination with the orches- 
tra. The charmingly stylized decor 
—credit for which was omitted 
from the program—also would have 
been heightened if it had been con- 
tained within a small proscenium.

Farley’s public statement and the 
President's indirect actions neces- 
sarily are at variance. Whatever 
the President does, no matter how 
indirect and technical, will have the 
same effect as direct organization 
effort. 

Since the President has indorsed 
three “New Deal” Senators; the 
question agitating Washington now 
is whether he will go out of his 
way to crack down, directly or in- 
directly, on those Senators and Rep- 
resentatives who have opposed his 
program. Of the 31 senatorial seats 
now held by Democrats, no less 
than 20 occupants can be classed 
as pro-New Deal. With the split 
in the party becoming more evi- 
dent, the return of these faithful is 
a matter of grace concern to the 
White House. Conversély, the de- 
feat of Democratic opponents of 
the New Deal would bring no heart- 
aches, in fact, might be the occa- 
sion for private jubilation. 

General support of the New Deal 
during the last five years appar- 
ently will not be enough to get 
White House aid.

It 
will be interesting to see if the long 
arm of the White House reaches 
into “Cotton Ed’s” territory or 
whether some indirect way will be 
found to step over the district boun- 
dary into Maryland, where Senator 
Tydings, who has a spotty New 
Deal record, is ggeking a third term 
this year. 

Illinois Situation Involved. 

Local situations also enter into 
the complications, as in Illinois.
